It 
represented a $6,285,790,500 cut 
below totals recommended last 
January by President Truman. 

This was an Air Force cut of 
$240,000,000 below the five-bil- 
lion-doliar Air Force cut recom- 
mended by President Eisenhower. 
The five-billion cut had resulted 
in outspoken eritidism by many 
airpower advocates who argued 
that it would endanger the United

South Korean Troops Re-

SEOUL, June 27 (AP)—Thou- 
sands of Chinese Communists 
sent South Korean troops reeling 
back along a wide front today in 
à renewal of the Reds’ two-week- 
old Pukhan river offensive. 

At least two Chinese divisions 
—more than 20,000 soldiers—un- 
leashed the assault on a 13-mile 
front on both sides of the Pukhan 
river, on the east-central front 
Friday night. “™ 

At one spot in the hills east 
of the river, the ROKS were 
forced back a mile and a quarter 
and were fighting desperately to 
hold. This Red gain was second 
only to the two-mile bulge the 
Communists punched in Allied 
lines in the same sector earlier 
this month. 

Correspondent Milo Farneti re- 
ported ROK soldiers on the west 
side of the river recaptured El 
Paso Hill—or Lookout Mountain 
—at the junction of the Kumsong 
and Pukhan rivers, and another 
nearby height in ‘a fierce mid- 
morning counter-attack.

Planning Officials Tell 
Freeholders for Metro- 
politan Transportation 
District of Need for 
Research. 


The need for an integrated sys- 
tem under the contro of one cen- 
tral agency for the co-ordination 
of all means of transportation and 
laws regulating traffic in the city 
and county was emphasized by 
planning officials yesterday at a 
meeting of the board of freehold- 
ers for a Metropolitan Transpor- 
tation District. 


Speakers were William Coibon, 
director of the St. Louis City Plan 
Commission; Traffic Commission- 
er Charle G. Gonter, and M. Eu- 
gene Baughman, county planning 
director. 


Comprehensive Study. 


All agreed that any comprehen- 
sive study should include consid- 
eration of all phases of traffic, in- 
cluding present and future devel- 
opment of bus, rail and air trans- 
portation facilities. 


Baughman urged the board to 
provide for a central research 
agency which would assist the 94 
county municipalities in co-ordi- 
nating traffic control and enact- 
ing uniform laws regulating traf- 
fic. 
“The staffs of the planning or- 
ganizations of the municipalities 
are not of sufficient size nor have 
sufficient resources to develop a 
transit plan for their own areas 
even if it appeared practicable to 
develop a co-ordinated plan On a 
piecemeal basis,” he said. “We 
are dependent upon your board to 
provide an agency to integrate 
traffic facilities.” 

He pointed out that the county 
is developing into a commercial 
and industrial community, and 
suggested the board consider the 
possibility of population changes 
as water and sewer facilities are 
extended by the metropolitan 
sewer district. 


Terminals Proposed. 

Baughman proposed the board 
also consider a system of bus and 
automobile terminals so com- 
muters could drive from rural or 
remote areas, park their machines 
and utilize a mass transit system. 
He said there is an urgent need 
in certain areas for a rapid 
transit system operating on its 
own rights-of-way and not in con- 
flict with private automobile 
traffic. 

Baughman also suggested the 
possibility of creating a “double 
loop” system of bus service, 
which would provide transporta- 
tion to all areas of the county, 
with a common terminal in a cen- 
tral county location. 

The board, meeting at Civil 
Courts Building, approved a ten- 
tative work schedule for 24 meet- 
ings through next February. The 
schedule calls for six public hear- 
ings on the proposed district next 
January, and its submission to 
voters next May. 


FLORIDA POLICEMAN ACQUITTED 
OF KILLING NEGRO ILLEGALLY 


MIAMI, Fla., June 27 (AP) — 
Paul V. Minnick, 38-year-old 
Homestead (Fla.) policeman, has 
been acquitted of charges of 
violating a Negro’s civil rights by 
shooting him to death Christmas 
day. 

A 12-man all-white jury delib- 
erated three hours and eight min- 
utes and twice returned to the 
court room to ask instructions 
before returning the verdict 
yesterday. 

Minnick was tried on the charge 
that he violated the civil rights 
of Emmett Jefferson, 31, by de- 
priving him of his life and 
liberty without due process of 
law. The officer admitted the 
shooting, but said he fired when 
Jefferson came at him with an 
object in his hand which he 
thought was a weapon. 

Jim Jefferson, 58, father of the 
dead man, testified that the only 
thing his son held in his hand 
at the time was a single car key 
tied to a black strap.

PIER CONTROL COMMISSION 
BILL APPROVED IN NEW YORK

Witnesses for Defense 


The case for a thorough reappraisal of the 
defense budget has now been made, and it has 
been made by men in a position to know what 
the nation needs to defend itself. 

First there is Gen, Omar N. Bradley, one of 
the most able and respected men in our military 


history. He warned Congress that if the Korean 


truce talks, failed, “I assure you, you will not get 
a-decision . . for 36 billion dollars or 41 bil- 
lion for 1954.” 

This plainly means that the power for victory 


in Korea alone would cost more than the 41- 


billion budget of the Truman Administration. 
Yet the Eisenhower Administration has slashed 
that by five billions. 

Gen. Bradley's testimony, though only now 
made public, was given to Congress last month. 
At that time the nation was puzzled as to 
whether Secretary of Defense Wilson had won 
the approval of the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
the new economy program. 

It is plain now that Gen. Bradley, the retir- 
ing chairman of the Joint Chiefs, had already 
told Congress that the military leaders did not 
support the cuts in defense goals. 

Nor is this all. Senator Stuart Symington, in 
his: first floor speech, said what Gen. Bradley 
had said, and more. The former Air Force Sec- 
retary charged that major defense decisions had 
been made by “new inexperienced civilian heads 
without the concurrence of a single top military 
expert.” Mr. Symington added that money in- 
stead of security had determined the new goals. 

Earlier the retiring Air Foree Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, carried his protest 
against making air power the main target of 
economies. He opposed planning for only 120 
wings instead of 143, He added his objection to 
compelling a reduction in air personnel while 
the Air Force was still struggling to grow. 

Measuring air power in terms of planes and 
wings while forgetting the men to keep them 
flying, said Gen. Vandenberg, “is somewhat re- 
lated to our buying millions of new automobiles 
while forgetting to provide highways and park- 
ing space.” 

Still another objection to Secretary Wilson’s 
budget came from Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
former commander in Korea. “We ought to 
have a stockpile of ammunition,” he said, “rath- 
er than a stockpile of gold.” 

Previous statements by Gen. Van Fleet gave 
much comfort to Republicans eager for a “tough- 
er” policy in Asia. But how does a tougher poli- 
cy jibe with military power set even lower than 
that which Gen. Van Fleet eatlier said was too 
low? | : 

None of these experienced witnesses discred- 
its President Eisenhower's own military experi- 
ence. What they ask, in effect, is whether mili- 
tary or civilian officers established the new 
defense program. 

None of the witnesses discredits the Admin- 
istration’s natural concern for the federal budget 
and a healthy economy. What they say is that 
our defense goals ought to be established pri- 
marily on the need for defense, not on the need 
for economy. 

In this dangerous world national security 
must be the guide. And it is reasonable to urge 
Secretary Wilson to make sure where the road 
goes before setting up new signposts.

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Victory Over a Selfish Clique 

Selfish commercial interests took a beating in 
the Illinois Senate with the defeat of the bill 
originally proposed to prohibit educational tele- 
vision at the Univer: of Illinois or other state- 
supported educational institutions in Illinois. 

The bill as passed by the House, under pres- 
sure by the commercial telecasters lobby, would 
have prohibited any state college or university 
from building, acquiring, operating or maintain- 
ing a television transmitter. In amended form, 
to make it a bit more palatable, it scraped 
through the Senate Education Committee 7 to 6. 
Fortunately the Senate realized that the bill was 
still thoroughly bad and rejected it 21 to 16. 

This means that the University of Illinois can 
go ahead with plans for developing an educa- 


tional television station on the channel assigned 


to it by the FCC and for which the Ford Foun- 
dation has allotted $100,000 and other sources 
have contributed $90,000. Instead of falling be- 
hind in the use of television, particularly in ex- 
tension courses, the University of Illinois should 
now go on to be one of the leaders. 

For this victory, the people of Illinois owe a 
debt of gratitude to Dr. George D. Stoddard, 
president of their state: university, and to Park 
Livingston, president of the university’s board 
of trustees. President Stoddard answered the 
bitter attacks point by point with facts and he 
was backed up by the board, one of whose mem- 
bers, Wayne Johnston, president of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, was personally criticized by 
the Illinoig Broadcasters Association. 

A lot of money was spent in the effort to put 
this myopic bill over. All who worked for its 
defeat can take satisfaction in what they have 
achieved, 
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‘Giveaway’ With a Heart

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A Premier After 36 Days 

France has finally emerged from its worst 
political crisis since the war. The approval of 
Joseph Laniel as premier by the National As- 
sembly ends a 36-day hunt for a government. In 
that time a half-dozen parties were offered the 
responsibility, a number of men refused the 
task and four nominees were flatly rejected. 

The record of the 36 days does nothing to 
presage any stronger government. When news- 
reels showed disappointed candidates descend- 
ing the Assembly steps, people laughed. But 
when political fed@ders warned once more that 


the executive power of France was too weak to 


govern well, the truth would not invite even 
sardonic humor. 

Laniel won office only by offering a “mini- 
mum” program on which the center and con- 
servative parties could at least agree. His vague 
statements add up to standing pat, but not neces- 
sarily standing firm. There will be little change 
in domestic policy, though, inflation is ram- 
pant. France will continue to co-operate with 
the West, but may not join the European army, 
which she proposed, until her partners accept 
conditions which she later added. 

Americans will be thankful that France final- 
ly has a man to send to the Bermuda meeting 
with the President and Prime Minister Churchill, 
now unfortunately postponed. But Frenchmen 
will remember that they have had 19 premiers 
since the war, and still lack a system which 
would allow a premier to lead instead of fall 
when he tries. 


Break in the Senate Ranks 


The death of Senator Willis Smith of North 
Carolina is the first break in the ranks of the 
Senate since the start of the Republican Con- 
gress. Temporarily it reduces the Democratic 
strength from 47 to 46, but North Carolina’s 
Democratic Gevernor undoubtedly will appoint 
a Democratic successor’ so the hairline divi- 
sion will continue to be 48 Republicans, 47 
Democrats and one Independent (Wayne Morse 
of Oregon). 

Senator Taft’s illness, which several sources 

describe as serious, raises another question. 
Should illness force Mr. Republican to give up 
his seat, control in the Senate might be re- 
versed. Gov, Lausche of Ohio is a Democrat 
and presumably he would appoint a Democrat 
to an Ohio vacancy in the Senate. That would 
change the lineup to 48 Democrats, 47 Republi- 
cans and one Independent, and provide the 
basis for upsetting G.O.P. control of commit- 
tees. 
The probability is, however, that even seri- 
ous illness would not induce Senator Taft to 
leave the Senate since so much hangs on his 
continuance in the body and in Republican con- 
trol. There are many precedents for staying 
in the Senate for a long period even though 
ill. The late Senator Carter Glass of Virginia 
held his seat for several years though unable to 
attend sessions, and the late Senator Robert 
F. Wagner of New York also kept his seat for 
a long period-ef incapacity.

He asks himself the ques- 
tion, “What,do you think about Syngman Rhee’s 
release of the 27,000 anti-Communist. prisoners 
of war?” and replies: | 

I very strongly feel he not only had the 
right but the duty to release those prisoners. 

Keep in mind that he did not release Chi- 
nese Communist prisoners. He released 
young Korean men who wanted to fight 
against the Communists. It is inconceivable 
that he would agree to having them cooped 
up in prisoner of war compounds and, as 
proposed by the UN truce team, lectured 
for months by Chinese Communists and chen 
released only if the five-nation team could 
not agree on their disposition. 

The five-nation team consists of two na- 
tions friendly to the free world, namely, 
Switzerland and Sweden; two Iron Curtain 
nations, Poland and Czechoslovakia; and a 
fifth nation, India, who has recently sided 
more often with the Communist viewpoint 
than ours. India, it should be remembered, 
has recognized Red China and has urged 
that Red China be admitted to the United 
Nations. Under the circumstances, an honor- 
able man such as Syngman Rhee had no al- 
ternative in the matter. |

Science Lesson on AD-X2 


Publication of nuclear scientists says Secretary Weeks implies a 
demand that Bureau of Standards be biased his way; Dr. Astin, if 
exonerated in inquiry, should be fully reinstated as bureau director; 
otherwise Government may find able scientists unwilling to serve it. 


An Editorial in the Bulletin of the s Scientists 


The abrupt dismissal. by. the Secretary 
of Commerce, Sinclair Weeks, of the i- 
rector of the Bureau of Standards, . 
Astin, and in particular, the original moti- 
vation of this step by the Secretary is a 
frighteriing example of the lack of under- 
standing in the highest places of govern- 
ment for the role of science in public af- 
fairs and the standards of scientific work. 

Mr. Weeks accused the Bureau of Stand- 
ards of a bias against business partieu- 
larly, small business—and implied that he 
is going to see to it 
that in the future 
the bias will be the 
other way. 

It didn’t seem to 
occur to him that 
the only basis of 
good scientific work 
is the absence of any 
bias, and that unless 
the direction of the 
Bureau of Standards 
has gotten complete- 
ly off the straight 
path, its findings on 
— Seow a * 4 
a ves (or any j 
ether = evel Dr. Allen V. Astin 
lems submitted to it), whether right or 
wrong, are the result of objective study. 

The Bureau of Standards includes some 
of the best-qualified research men and 
women in America; but, even the fore- 
most research scientists can make errors 
and arrive at wrong conclusions, 


Weeks and Industrial Research 


We do not want to imply that the Bu- 
reau of St ds was wrong in its nega- 
tive judgment on the battery additive 
AD-X2. Considering the experience of the 
scientists in the bureau when treating 
problems of this type, it is most probable 
that their verdict will stand. 

The point we want to make is that even 
if it should turn out that the ‘bureau's con- 
clusions had been erroneous, this gives 
no one (including the Secretary of Com- 
merce) the right to assert—without a most 
thorough investigation and convincing 
proof—that this error was the result of 
any considerations other than an attempt 
to get at, the truth. 

Ana tion of bias has been made by 
the Secretary of Commerce without con- 
vincing proof or even investigation against 
a scientist with the reputation of Dr. As- 


tin, who heads the foremost government 


research establishment. 

When Mr. Weeks hears the word “re- 
search,” he must think of the tasks some 
scientists in industrial employment often 
are asked to perform: to prove that the 
product, manufactured by the company 
that pays them, washes clothes whiter 
than any other. 

However, this is not the kind of work 
research scientists enjoy. It is the oppor- 
tunity to delve inte the unknown without 
any considerations other than the discov- 
ery of truth, which is the motivating force 
of scientific research. — 


Blow to Government Scientists 


This passion for independence and ob- 
jectivity alone permits universities, re- 
search institutes, and 


mittee of scientists delegated by the fore- 
most scientific organizations. 

We presume that the subject to be ad- 
judged by this committee is not whether 
the battery additive AD-X2 has a practical 
value, but whether the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, under Dr. Astin, has handled its in- 
vestigative work with due objectivity. 

If the committee finds (as we hope it 
will) that the scientists of the Bureau of 
Standards have not departed from the 
standards of scientific objectivity, then, 
we believe, Secretary Weeks will owe it 
to the bureau and to the scientists whom 
he has so rashly attacked, to make his re- 
traction complete. 


The Market as Final Arbiter? 


He has announced that after the inves- 
tigation is concluded, he expects the com- 
mittee to submit to him a list of candi- 
dates for a new head of the bureau, and 
that Dr. Astin will be offered another 
position commensurable with his capaci- 
ties and, achievements. 

It seems strange—to say the least—to 
announce such a decision in advance of 
the findings of the committee. If the 
latter discovers no dereliction from duty 
of the bureau’s scientists under Dr. Astin, 
complete rehabilitation and reinstatement 
of the director would seem to be the log- 
ical conclusion—nor would anything short 
of it be enough to restore the shaken 
morale of the bureau, and to prevent gen- 
eral deterioration of the spirit of inde- 
pendence and objectivity in all govern- 
ment research institutions. 

If the case of Dr. Astin is not resolved 
in full fairness to him and the bureau, 
not only will the Government have a hard 
time finding a reputable scientist to serve 
in Dr. Astin’s position in the future, but 
the perennial reluctance of many good 
scientists ta accept positions in govern- 
ment agencies will be justifiably enhanced. 

Those accepting or staying in such em- 
ployment will begin to ask themselves, 
when approaching a research problem, not 
“What is the truth?” but “What is it they 
want us to find?” 

Secretary Weeks believes that the 
laws now on the statute books, providing 
for the protection of the public from 
fraudulent or valueless products, are too 
paternalistic; if he believes that more re- 
sponsibility should be given to the buyer 
in the market ag final arbiter of what 
should be offered on this market, he must 
address himself to those who have enacted 
these laws and have the power to amend 
them—the Congress of the United States, 


Must Provide Expert Advice 


The Bureau of Standards is merely an 
agent, under, statutory obligation to pro- 
vide e vice to the Government of- 
fices a ng these laws. Trying to 
force this investigative body to adopt a 
more tolerant attitude toward doubtful 
produets, is like insisting that veterinaries

Fairbanks: Actor or Athlete?

“Of all the glittering stars and sensa- 
tional personalities which the silent screen 
in the halcyon: 208 gave to the world, 
Douglas Fairbanks was by far the most 
spectacular.” So, with pardonable enthusi- 
asm for a man who parlayed his own en- 
thusiasm into fame and fortune, write his 
biographers, Ralph Hancock and Letitia 
Fairbanks. 

Doug Sr. was the embodiment of his 
generation’s faith in the Horatio Alger 
legend of success as the inevitable conse- 
quence of clean liv- 
ing and a wholesome 
outlook on life. 

Although even his 
loyal niece“ and her 
co-author concede 
that his thespian tal- 
ents were limited 
(Minnie Dupree, one 
of the first stars with 
whom he worked, 
thought he had a 
bad case of St. Vitus 
Dance), he acquired 
a reputation as one 
of Broadway's lead- 
ing juveniles and in 
1915 Triangle of- 
fered him $2000 a week to come to Holly- 
wood. When his friend, Frank Case, of the 
Algonquin, emphasized that $104,000 a 
year was not hay, Doug replied, “I know. 
But the Movies!” 

D. W. Griffith, then at the height of his 
career, regarded the acrobatic young per- 
former with equal distaste. He suggested 
that if he had any film future, it was in 
Keystone comedies. The public disagreed. 
In the next seven years, Fairbanks pro- 
duced more than 40 pictures, all strictly 
escapist, all successful. 

Millions of American males of all ages 
shared vicariously and jayously in his re- 
volt against sedentary jobs, Eastern so- 
phistication and modern plumbing. Mil- 
lions of less rebellious women found his 
graceful, brown body pleasant to regard. 
He let rattlesnakes crawl over him, tackled 
mountain lions single-handed, jujitsued a 
tribe of Indians, ran automobiles over 
cliffs, leaped from fast-moving trains, beat 
up mobs of gangsters, swam under water 
to foil opium smugglers, put out forest 
fires single-handed and jumped from and 
- huge heights to rescue maidens in dis- 

ess. 

All of these feats required perfect phys- 
{cal condition, co-ordination and timing. 
He became, if not a distinguished actor, 
one of the world’s best fencers, horsemen, 
track athletes and gymnasts. He never 
used a double and the only chore that trou- 
bled him on the screen was making love. 

When he, Mary Pickford, Chaplin and 
Griffith formed United Artists to distribute 
their own pictures, he proceeded to pro- 
duce such colossally successful epics as 
“The Three Musketeers,” “Robin Hood,” 
“Thief of Bagdad” and “The Black Pirate.” 

As has been pointed out, however, these 
“later films lacked the rough power, the 
intensity or the vigor“ of early pic- 
tures. In the process of becoming a lead- 
ing producer, a business tycoon and a 
swashbuckling herd, he lost the deft comic 
flair of his less pretentious days.

The second of the Little Sym- 
phony’s summer concerts, given 
last night in the Washington 
University Quadrangle, found all 
elements agreeable and a well- 
played, expertly directed pro- 
gram with judicious balance be- 
tween classical and modern 
works was the result. Weather 
was delightfully cool, so much s0 
that there wasn’t a long line at 
the water barrel at intermission. 


Izler Solomon made his second 
and final appearance as guest 
conductor and the ,crowd, some- 
what short of capacity, gave the 
Buffalo Symphony director what 
seemed to be a heart-felt ovation 
at the conclusion of the final 
number. 

Mr. Solomon’s program was 
made up of Johann Christian 
Bach’s “Orione” overture, Mo- 
zart’s Concerto for Clarinet and 
his Prague symphony, Bela Bar- 
tok’s “Roumanian Dances” and 
Quincy Porter's “Music for 
Strings.” 

Soloist for the concerto was 
Eleanor Leek, a member of the 
Little Symphony for six sum- 
mers, solo clarinetist of the St. 
Louis Philharmonic and music 
teacher in the University City 
schools. Miss Leek was playing 
under somewhat of a handicap— 
she had only about three weeks’ 
notice to substitute as soloist for 
this work which practically ex- 
hausts the legitimate possibili- 
ties of the clarinet. Remarkable 
in itself was the fact she played 
the pages from memory. With 
more time she undoubtedly would 
have smoothed out her phrasing 
a bit more and conquered an oc- 
casional tendency, to slow the 
tempi. 

Technically, she played the 
chromatic scale passages, arpeg- 
gios, trills and wide skips with 
ease. And her tone was impres- 
sively true in all registers, par- 
ticularly so in the frequent dips 
into the low “chalameau” regis- 
ter. It was rather unfortunate 
that the sensitive microphone 
relayed a jet-like swoosh sound 
each time Miss Leek blew at an 
apparently sticky key during 
rest measures. Mr. Solomon 
maintained discreet orchestral 
accompaniment throughout. 

The three-movement overture 
by Bach, who was a contempo- 
rary, partner-in-duets and an 
influence of young Mozart, was 
thoroughly immaculate as to de- 
tail. Mr. Solomon carried over 
this meticulous attention to the 
Mozart symphony. With authori- 
tative deftness he brought out all 
of the vitality and melodic rich- 
ness of this masterpiece. 

Mr. Solomon also saw to it that 
all of the root and flavor of the 
folk music that Bartok loved was 
extracted from the composer's 
“Roumanian Dances.” The Por- 
ter work proved interesting in 
its construction and was pleasing 
to the ear. It has a quite disso- 
nant opening movement, a me- 
lodic second strain and a martial, 
at times rather bagpipish, con- 
clusion. Porter, who is on the 
Yale School of Music faculty, is 
no newcomer to Little Symphony 
programs—in 1937 the orchestra 
commissioned and played his 
“Dance in Three Time.”

such mass offered at St. John 
the Evangelist Church in Phila- 
delphia, “and of the 1000 per- 
sons packed in the church, 500 
received cothmunion.”

Difficult Role 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


OR the most part, the sensible rules for parents of very 

young daughters are based on a desire to help the child 

grow up, not to merely burden her with a lot of pointless 
rules that have little or nothing to do with morality, good 
manners or health. Mothers, because they possess the woman's 
outlook, usually do a much better job of it, but sometimes a 
father finds himself thrown into the role of mother-father. 

That happened to the puzzled Mr. L. “Due to the death 
of my wife last year,” he writes, “I have to be both father 
and mother to a 12-year-old girl and I need some help. She 
wants to use lipstick, to wear stockings, to play kissing games 
at parties, to stay out late on such occasions, and largely to 
run her own affairs. As far as I am concerned, she is still 
merely a child. But some of the mothers in the neighborhood 
let their girls, the same age as mine, do all these things, so 
I’m on the defensive. Can you give me any suggestions, Dr. 
Popenoe?” 

x X x 

IF FATHERS had full responsibility for daughters’ be- 
havior, Mr. L., things would probably be run differently. 
Maybe they wouldn't be run as well as they are now! The 
women counselors on our staff at the American Institute of 
Family Relations tell me that you should assume your daughter 
to be a reasonably co-operative girl who wants to grow up, 
and you should help her by giving her some privileges—while 
standing by to use your paternal judgment and authority when 
needed. By talking things over with her you can help her to 
adopt principles of conduct that will be better than “rules.” 

The occasional use of lipstick for a party is not serious 
nowadays, if she applies it sparingly and if she does not adopt 
silly or adult mannerisms with it. Older girls generally say 
stockings for dress-up, and there is certainly nothing immoral 
about wearing them!

Since facts are the best wea- 
pon against fear, here are some 
pertinent facts about polio: 

The first fact to remember is 
that even in the most severe epi- 
demic of polio a very small per- 
centage of the population is ever 
stricken with paralysis. In 1949, 
the peak polio year in St. Louis, 
only 341 cases occurred. As polio 


1949 only 272 cases occurred in 
children under age 15, out of a 
population of 181,179 for that age 
group, or one case for every 670 
children.

A SECOND important fact to 
remember is that 75 per cent @f 
all par e cases recover com- 
or sufficiently to lead 
good and useful lives. 

Another fact to bear in mind 
is that if polio does strike in your 
home you live in a community 
with outstanding facilities for the 
treatment and after-care of the 
disease. 

Many parents have read or 
heard that gamma globulin will 
prevent polio. Perhaps you think 
of gamma globulin as a polio vac- 
cine. But this is not the fact. At 
the present time there is no polio 
vaccine available. Gamma globu- 
lin gives only temporary protec- 
tion — about five weeks — against 
polio, and is not effective in all 
— 


ases. 

And gamma globulin fs in very 
short supply. In the whole United 
States there will be only about 
1,000,000 doses available this 
summer for 46,000,000 children 
and adolescents in the age groups 


most likely to get polio. 


For this season the Office of 
Defense Mobilization is solely re- 
sponsible for the distribution of 
the nation’s supply of gamma glo- 

making it necessary to al- 
locdte it to persons and areas 
where it will be most effective. 
This means that only household 
contacts of a reported case who 
are under 31 years of age, or 
pregnant women of any age, can 
receive gamma _ globulin this 
summer.
